Mission Celebrates 
Birthday at Fiesta

Old Mission San Luis Hey 
celebrates its Ittoth birthady 
tomorrow and Sunday, with 
a Fiesta rich in color and 
tradition.

'I he Fiesta begins at noon 
Saturday with the old 
Church custom of the Bless- 
in" O r The Animals. C'hil-
 di'cn will bring thoir gaily 
:dccoratcd ))cts to the front 
floor of the Mission where 
Chr blessing will take place, 
follower! by the judging of 
thp animals for prizes. Last 
year, the line of animals was 
]p(] by the movie and TV 
star. Lassie..

Entertainment will be 
continuous throughout the

  Fiesta, with strolling Ma- 
riachi players and special 
>ct.s on the stage, including 
the colorful Apache Indian 
;dancers from the Arizona
 desert and the famed Padre 
Choristers. All entertain­

ment is free of charge.
The solemn outdoor Mass 

will be celebrated at 11 a.m. 
Sunday, by Franciscan Pa­ 
dres wearing the old Spanish 
vestments from the Mission 
Museum. The Padre Choris­ 
ters will sing the Mass in 
the old plainchant used by 
the Indians at San Luis Key 
in the year 1821.

Another feature of the Fi­ 
esta will be the arrival of 
the Caballeros del Camino 
Real at 2 p.m. S u n d a y. 
About eighty horsemen, 
dressed as Spanish cavalry­ 
men of 1780, will leave Pala 
Mission on Saturday morn­

ing, camp overnight at the 
Douglas Rancho, and cdn.- 
tinue to San Luis Rcy, to 
be greeted with the ringing 
of the Old Mission bells.

In another historic tradi­ 
tional ceremony, the Presi- 
dcnte of the Caballeros will 
present their flag to the su­ 
perior of the Old Mission.

Other traditional features 
of the Fiesta will be the beef 
barbequc, Mexican food, 
games, booths, burro rides, 
and the flashing color of 
early California costumes.

San Luis Rev Mission is 
located three miles inland 
from Oceanside, California.

College, Wheaton. Illinois for 
tlvee years, and graduating 
from Rutgers University. 
New P. runs wick, New Jer­ 
sey, Hunt was graduated 
from Princton Theological 
Seminary, Princton, New 
Jersey, in 1028. He went to 
Korea as a missionary in the 
fall that same year.

He served in Manchuria 
for five years until impri­

soned for seven months by 
the Japanese, in 1941. Repa­ 
triated in 1042, he returned 
to Korea in 1946.

Mr. Hunt, is currently In 
this country on a one-year 
furlough.
